(excluding rural and household domestic) reached a peak in November 1941 (1,952,300) 

3 following which there wag a heavy decline in male employment as men were called up 

for the Armed Forces, Male non-rural employment reached its lowest level in the 

second half of 1943, and then remained fairly steady until the beginning of 1945, when 

a slow expansion began. The tapering off of war industries together with industrial 

disputes resulted in decreases during September and October, 1945, Female employment 

(other than rural and private domestic) expanded quickly until mid-1943 and thereafter 

at a slower rate until early 1945 since when there has been a decrease which accelerated 

with the end of the war.

Over the war period from July 1939 to its peak in August 1943, direct Govern= 
ment employment rose from 405,000 to 546,900, an increase of 141,900 persons. From its 
peak the number of persons in Government employment fell to 517,000 in August 1945 and 

+ to 500,100 in October 1945, or by 46,800, From August 1943 to August 1945, private 
gimployment (excluding rural and females in private domestic service) increased by 
45,300 but during September and October 1945; decreased by 9,700 (see comment below )

The slow rise during 1945 in the number of male wage and salary earners in 
employment was interrupted in September, the first month following the end of the war. 
However, the increase from January to August, 1945, was much less than the inflow of 
former servicemen. It is considered that the following factors are operating to 
offset the flow of discharged men into employment as wage and salary earners and the 
small normal increase in the male wage and salary earning populations: - 


(a) Some men who remained at work beyond their normal retiring age are now 
retiring from work; 


(b) Considerable numbers of self-employers and small employers who were 
engaged as wage earners during the war are now returning to their 
former status. 


Data relating to the change since 1943 in numbers of females in private 
domestic employment and in numbers of employers and persons working on their own 
account will be known in a few months time when the results of the Occupation Survey 
of June 1945 become available. This Survey may also reveal that total male wage and 
salary earners in private employment, and in total employment, shown above for 1944 
and 1945, exclude some private employment on smaller buildings (houses, etc., 
including repairs). 


From August, 1945 (end of the war) to October, 1945, the estimated number of 
wage and salary earners in civil employment (excluding rural industry and females in 
private domestic service) decreased by 26,600 (males 10,800 and females 15,800). 
Total employment was 1,893,300, the lowest figure recorded since this monthly series 
commenced in July, 1941. 


During October, 1945, the number of persons in Government employment 
decreased by 8,000 and private employment (excluding rural industry and females in 


private domestic service) decreased by 1,600. 


In addition to the recent slight downward trend in female employment, there 
were a number of special factors accounting for the sudden decreases during September 
and October, 1945, which affected both sexes, but more particularly females. The 
major movement was a decrease of 22,200 (males 14,000; females 8,200) in Government 
and quasi-Governmental munitions, aircraft and shipbuilding establishments as shown 
in the following table:-

REHABILITATION STATISTICS (DISCHARGES FROM THR FORCES) 





The following statistics have been derived from tabulations of Demobilisation 
¢ Form l(a) made at the request of the Director-General of Manpower, The forms show 
personal particulars of men and women discharged from the Forces into civil life. The 
month of discharge, for the purpose of these tabulations, is the month during which the 
discharged person was able to resume civil life, irrespective of the fact that he or she 
may still be on service pay for a period of accrued leave, 


The first table shows that in August, 1945, there was & sharp rise in the 
number of men discharged due to the operation of the long service and other special 
discharges programme. Nearly twice as many as in August were discharged in September. 
Generel demobilisation commonced on 1st October and 42,667 men and 2,787 women were dis- 
charged during that month. The numbers increased to 66,779 men and 4,016 women for 
the month of November, 1945.

The returns do not cover employeos of the Commonwoalth Government; omployors 
who pay not more then £20 per wook in wagos do not mako roturns and religious and public 
bonovolont institutions and hospitals aro also cxempt. Tho proportion of all emplcoyocs 
who aro included varios from State to State, but for Australia as a wholo, tho proportion 
cf omployeos (other than those of tho Commonwoalth, thoso ongaged in rural industrios 
and fomale domestics in private households) in tho Pay-Roll Tax roturns is 90 por cont. 
of tho estimated total of males in omployment and about 75 por cont. of tho fomalos. 


Employers' Pay Roll Tax returns were classified for "industry" according 
to tho industries in which the firms were predominantly engaged.
